Registrations are 
being made this week from the office 
of the Automobile Club of Southern 
California in 27 cities outside of Los 
Angeles as follows: Pasadena, Holly­ 
wood, Glendale, Santa Monica, San 
Pedro, Long Beach, Santa Ana, Ana- 
holm, Fullerton, Imperial. Riverside, 
Pomona, Redlands, San Bernardlno, 
Whittier, Alhambra, Ontario, Hunt-

The service being rendered by the 
clubs will not be confined to club 
membership but will be extended to 
the general public. Automobile plates 
only will- be distributed from these 
branch offices. No truck, trailer, 
chauffeur or any other registrations 
will be registered by any of them. 
The business of these offices will be 
confined exclusively to new and re­ 
newal registrations of automobiles.

Certificates of registration will not 
be issued at any of the offices at 
the time of assignment of plates. A 
temporary receipt will be given and 
the same will be used until such time 
as the certificate of registration is 
issued by the department.
